T h e lire started in the photographic 
supply house of O. H. Peek & Co., on 
Filth street and First avenue south, 
and in less than one-half 
hour this 
building was 
a m ass of 
wreckage. 
Next to the Peck building is the furni­ 
ture supply house of Boutelie Broth­ 
ers, the largest house of its kind in 
the Northwest. 
This 
building soon 
caught fire and was 
quickly gutted, 
the sparks from it, wrafted blocks by 
the cold north wind, causing several 
sm a’l tires throughout the city. 
(kit* fireman is known to be in the 
ruins of Routell Bros.’ building and 
two others are missing, with a strong 
prospect 
that their

I found beneath the debris of the ruined 
building. 
Salvage Corps Man Killed. 
In carrying a line of hose into the 
building Jacob Miller, a patrolman of 
the salvage corps, led the men, and 
he walked into an open elevator shaft 
and fell 
to the basement. 
He 
was 
either killed or injured by the fall, 
and he was not taken out of the build­ 
ing, but his body lies in the ruins of 
the structure. 
Jacob Miller, salvage corps patrol­

Because of the dense sm oke it was 
almost impossible to get access to the 
burning buildings. 
Relief was secured from St. Paul, 
-■sad—that city sent over all its avail 
able fire apparatus. 
With the strong 
wind blowing, aided by zero weather, 
the firemen experienced considerable 
difficulty in their work. 
The fire will, it seems, burn itself 
out, 
as the firemen are 
placing all

out of danger.

small fires throughout the city. 
One fireman is known to be in the 
ruins of Boutell Bros.’ building and 
two others are missing, with a strong

that their

found beneath the debris of the ruined 
building. 
Salvage Corps Man Killed. 
In carrying a line of hose into the 
building Jacob Miller, a patrolman of 
the salvage corps, led the men, and 
he walked into an open elevator shaft

aud he was not taken out of the build­ 
ing, but his body lies in the ruins of 
the structure.

Because of the dense smoke it wras 
almost impossible to get access to the 
burning buildings. 
Relief was secured from St. Paul,

and he w as not taken out of the build­ 
ing, but his body lies in th e ruins of 
the stru cture. 
Jacob Miller, salvage corps patrol­ 
man, 642 Jefferson street northeast,

No. IS, is 
badly burned, 
and 
Ja m e s Sim oe, fireman E ngine No. 18, 
and Jo h n W. Fellows, fireman Engine 
No. 18. are m issing and are supposed 
to have peri-hed. 
Falling walls of the Boutell e sta b ­ 
lishm ent caught fire engine No. 3 as 
it stood in the street at Fifth street 
and F irst avenue south. 
T he engine 
w as destroyed, but the firem en suc­ 
ceeded in m aking their escape. 
Because of the dense sm oke it was 
alm ost impossible to get access to the 
burning buildings. 
Relief w as secured from St. Paul, 
-and th a t city sent over all its avail­ 
able fire apparatus. 
W ith the strong 
wind blowing, aided by zero w eather, 
th e firem en experienced considerable 
difficulty in th eir work. 
T he fire will, it seems, burn itself 
out, 
as the firemen are 
placing all 
their efforts on the surrounding and 
adjoining property, which is still not 
out. of danger.

ras w'ore busy obtaining pictures of 
the m em orable scene. 
S<xm afterw ard P rem ier Tisza with 
other m em bers of the H ungarian m in­ 
istry appeared 
in the cham ber 
and 
w ere greeted with deafening shouts 
of abuse, “scoundrel” and “ rogue” be­ 
ing am ong the term s applied. 
A w histling and 
howling concert 
followed, m aking it Impossible to pro­ 
ceed 
w ith any 
business. 
P rem ier 
Tisza, w'ho is a man 
of iron nerve, 
surveyed the scene with th e g reatest 
com posure and soon left the cham ber 
to hold a m inisterial council. 
In 
the m eantim e 
the 
opposition

cham ber, 
and also some 1,500 people, including 
fashionable ladies in

Question of Number of Votes Not 
Only One Involved in the 
Proceedings 


There are liable to bo some interest­ 
ing developments in the Twohey Miller 
contest for a seat in the city council, 
unless the matter is settled personally 
between the two men. 
At the general election held in Novem­ 
ber Andrew Miller received a majority 
of one vote over T. Twohey according to 
the canvass of tho ward judges of elec­ 
tion.

Tho recount is made simply j 
for the information that is required to 
carry on the contest. 
There are several points at issue

court. 
The ground on which the con­ 
test is brought are that Mr. Miller was 
not legally nominated: that these men 
voted for him who were non-residents 
of the -ity; that the canvass is irregular 
and that the said Miller is not qualified 
to serve. 
All these points have a bearing on the 
ease and before Mr. Miller can take his 
seat must be decided by the court un­ 
less the two men get together and set­ 
tle the matter out of court.
